The Inaugural was first run in ’92, when Ed 
Corrigan’s mare, Helter Skelter, beat Oregon 
Eclipse and her stable companion, Huron, in 
the stake. Dan Lamasney’s fast colt, Service, 
with Frank Jordan in the saddle, galloped home 
in the mud before Highland and Quiver in ’93, 
and Yo Tambien, with George Taylor up, scored 
over Highland and Chiswick in '94. Highland, 
who ran second in the Inaugural, is now a mem- 
ber of the broodmare band at Barney Schreiber’s 
Woodlands Stock Farm in St. Louis County. 
Galen Brown’s Libertine won the most valuable 
Inaugural in ’95, when it was worth $3,900 to the 
winner, and Clarence O’Fallon’s Assignee ran 
the fastest Inaugural in ’96, when Buck Massie 
made him step a mile in 1 :40.
